Among his neighbors Job Haines 
was considered a pretty fair sort of 
man. He had settled in a little town 
in the southern part of Kansas, where

HIS STAY IN CANADA 


HOW LORD DUFFERIN IMPROVED IT 
TO HELP THE DOMINION; 


The Great Diplomat Wes Here During a 
Very Interesting and Exciting Period 
in Our Affuirs—His Attitude Toward 
Political Yarties Modelied After That 
of His Illustrious Sovereign Queen 
Victoria, 


The late Lord Dufferin was appoint- 
ed Governor-General of Cunada in 
April, 1872. In the previous year 
the Earldom of Dufferin and Vis- 
coimptcy of Clandeboye had been con- 
ferred upon Lord Dufferin in recogni- 
tion of his services to the Empire. 
It was in the capacity of representa- 
tive of the Queen in Canada that 
Lord Dufferin was best known to 
Canadians. His name is not likely 
to be soon forgotten in, Canada. He 
was here during a very interesting 
and exciting period in our 
he was an admirable public speaker, 
and by his ingratiating style of ora- 
tory and his spacious hospitality he 
made himself exceedingly popular, He 
Was essentially a diplomat, and he 
showed his skill as a diplomatist in 
other fields beside Canada. His re- 
lations with his Ministers were, of 
course, lurgely covered by the seal 
of official secrecy, and if they were 
fully known our judgments might be 
uffected by our political predilections. 
Wherever there is any real use of the 
power attached to the office of Gov- 
ernor-General there is bound to be a 
certain amount of friction, either 
with the Ministers or with their pol- 
itical opponents. But certainly little 
fault can be found with Lord Duffer- 
in’s public utterances as to his own 
powers and duties. He recognized 
“the absolute and paramount duty 
of maintaining, not merely an out- 


ward attitude of perfect impartiality 
the various parties 


towards into

which the political world of Canada, 
as of the mother country, is divided, 
but still more of preserving that sub- 
tle and inward balance of sympathy, 
judgment and opinion that should el- 
evate the representative of the Sov- 
ereign above the faintest suspicion of 
having any other desire, aim or am- 
bition than to follow the example of 
his royal mistress in the relations 
which she has constantly maintained 
towards her Ministers, her  Parlia- 
ment and her people; to remember 
every hour of the day that he has 
but one duty and but one office—to 
administer his Government in the in- 
terests of the whole Canadian peo- 
ple and of the Dominion at large.’’ 
lie said also that his only guide as 
to the wishes of the people was the 
Parliament of Canada. ‘I suppose,’’ 
he said, in his hunorous way, “I am 
the only person whose faith in the 
wisdom and in the infallibility of 
Parliament is never shaken, I he- 
lieve in Parliament, no matter which 
way it votes, and in those men alone 
whom the absolute will of the con- 
federated Parliament of the Domin- 
jon may assign to me as my respon- 
sible advisers,’’ 

During his stay in Canada Lord 
Dufferin visited every part of the Do- 
minion, including Pritish Columbia 
and Manitoba, and was everywhere 
received with acclaim, he on his part 
doing much toward cenfenting con- 
federation. Te exhibited a deep and 
intelligent interest and appreciation 
in the needs of a young country, and 
# Warm and cordial sympathy with 
the aspirations and ambitions of a 
vigorous, robust and self-reliant peo- 
ple struggling toward nationhood. 
His eloquent addresses and scholarly 
attainments are still cherished in the 
memories of those who were privileg- 
ed to mect him in his extended tours, 
and when he left our shores he left 
behind the inde!lible imprints of his 
presence and = administration during 
the critical formative peried in the 
history of the Dominion. In 1878 he 
Was succeceded as Governor-General 
by the Marquis of “Lorne

cient than his prophetic utterances

FISH AS FOOD. 


The Best Kinds to Eat and the Way 
to Cook Them, 

Fish constitutes one of the most val- 
uable articles of diet for mankind, al- 
though the popular notion that it is a 
good brain food because of the phos- 
phorus it contains is incorrect. As a 
matter of fact fish meat in general con- 
tains less phosphorus than most kinds 
of flesh meat. But it is good for the 
brain indirectly, for it is less stimulat- 
ing than flesh meat, is usually digested 
more easily and causes the production 
in the system of fewer of the waste 
products which, if not at once elimi- 
nated, act injuriously upon the deli- 
cate nervous system. 

The last mentioned property. is one 
which renders fish of especial value in 
the diet of persons suffering from 
Bright’s disease and other affections of 
the kidneys, from rheumatism, gout, 
and all those diseases which many phy- 
sicians regard as the result of excessive 
formation or retention of uric acid, Yor 
convalescents also it is most useful, as 
it supplies a fair amount of nutritive 
material in palatable form, with a min- 
imum of tax on the digestive organs. 

Among the most nourishing and at 
the same time digestible fish are blue- 
fish, shad, red snapper, fresh codfish, 
whitefish, striped bass, halibut and 
flounders. And equally nutritious, al- 
though perhaps less digestible, are 
brook trout, lake trout, salmon, mack- 
erel and eels. Roe is not particularly 
nutritious, but it is agreeable to the 
taste and fairly digestible. 

The mode of preparation has much to 
do with the digestibility of fish, as it 
has with that of all other foods. Boll- 
ing and broiling are better modes of 
cooking than frying.

BEN FRANKLIN’S PURCHASE 


An Old Electrical Machine Dating 
Back to the Revolution, 
Nearly every schoolboy of a genera- 
tion ago was familiar with the friction- 
al electricity machine, never of very 
muck practical value, but of great in- 
terest to youthful minds on account of 
the spark that could be made to pass 
from condenser to youthful finger. 
Nowadays the size of the spark has in- 
creased as the size of the machine has 
diminished, but an example of the ear- 
lier type is still preserved at the Jeffer- 
son physical laboratory at Harvard, 
where an interesting collection of an- 
tiquated pieces of apparatus gives the 
visitor to Cambridge an opportunity to 
compare the earliest with the latest 
methods of studying physics and as- 

tronomy. 

This special piece, moreover, 1s par- 
ticularly interesting in that it was orig- 
inally purchased for ‘he college by 
Benjamin Franklin waoen acting as 
American commissioner to France dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war. It is a cum- 
bersome affair that would require a 
horse and a small wagon or a whole 
automobile to move, but the principle 
on which it is based is the same as im 
its modern successors. Aside from size 
the most noticeable difference is in the 
use of a glass globe about a foot in dl- 
ameter to produce the electricity by 
friction instead of the big circular glase 
plate seen in later machines. 

Despite its size and the blg globe, 
however—which is supported on posts 
resembling those of a colonial four 
poster bed—the old machine never ex- 
ceeded a spark two inches long and 
was even proud of that modest per- 
formance. How modest !t really was 
may be seen by comparison with a 
modern machine in the next case, so 
much smaller than Franklin’s that it 
can be held in one hand, that produces 
a spark of electricity of nearly seven 
inches.

WHEAT. 

During the past week a little more 
more interest is evident in the 
wheat markets, but so far it has not 
led to any increase of activity in 
trade.

Manitoba wheat has been dull and 
quiet, but steady. Only a small bus- 
iness doing owing to the difliculty 
of transportation. Prices at the 
close of the week were as follows : 
No. 1 northern, 7le, in store Fort 
William; and 2 northern, 68c, March 
delivery. For May delivery, 7814; 1 
northern, 7OM4c. In store Port Ar- 
thur same as in store Fort William. 
In store Duluth 1 northern, 7114, 
and 2 northern, 68%c. March de- 
livery and May delivery same price 
as Fort William. On track North 
Bay, 1 northern is worth 81%4c, and 
2 northern, 7814.
